All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  ajjpli- 
cants  or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  ami  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. ; — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
puWished  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  aj^plication  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  j)roposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A cojjy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  .sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  secoml  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  each 
House  within  the  first  ten  days,  and  Private  Bills 
within  the  first  two  weeks,  of  each  Session.

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Slodel  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clei'k. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  x>rintcd. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  xu'oxiosed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  x>roi)er  x)laccs  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  jiromoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  jirinted. 

E.xceptional  {irovisious  shall  be  clearly  s^ieculied  in 
the  notice  of  axiplication. 

A certified  maxi  or  x>lan  showing  the  location  of  any 
Iiroposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  char.acter  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  XToposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  x>roposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  xiroposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

The  parties  seeking  to  obtain  a Private  IMII, 
shall  pay  the  Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  before  the  First  Reading  thereof,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately 
after  the  Second  Reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill 
shall  be  read  a First  Time,  or  committed  after  Second 
Reading,  until  the  fees  payable  on  the  First  or  Second 
Reading  respectively  are  paiil  to  the  Clerk,  and  all 
such  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  parties  applying 
for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small  pica  type,  twenty- 
six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in  Imperial  octavo 
form,  each  page  when  folded  measuring  10£  inches  by 
7^  inches,  and  100  copies  thereof  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the 
First  Reading.
